PRESIDENT’S  REPORT 


Our  total  distribution  during  the  year  that  ended  at  March  31, 
1970  had  been  well  maintained  at  35,700  volumes.  Although  the 
increase  was  slight  compared  with  the  preceding  fiscal  year,  a 
decrease  of  some  2,000  in  donation  was  compensated  by  a  rough¬ 
ly  equivalent  increase  in  sales,  which  reached  40%  of  our  total 
distribution  as  compared  with  about  33%  for  the  preceding  period.

We  have  examined  the  accompanying  statement 
of  net  assets  of  Swedenborg  Foundation,  Incorpo¬ 
rated  (a  New  York  membership  corporation)  as  of 
March  31,  1970,  and  the  related  statements  of  in¬ 
come.  costs  and  expenses  —  General  Fund,  and 
changes  in  net  assets  for  the  fiscal  year  then  ended. 
Our  examination  was  made  in  accordance  with  gen¬ 
erally  accepted  auditing  standards,  and  accordingly 
included  such  tests  of  the  accounting  records  and 
such  other  auditing  procedures  as  we  considered 
necessary  in  the  circumstances.  Marketable  securi¬ 
ties  held  by  the  Foundation’s  investment  custodian 
were  confirmed  to  us  by  the  custodian.  As  to  income 
from  grants,  bequests  and  gifts  it  was  not  practic¬ 
able  to  extend  our  examination  beyond  accounting 
for  receipts  as  recorded. 

In  our  opinion,  the  financial  statements  referred 
to  above  present  fairly  the  net  assets  of  Swedenborg 
Foundation,  Incorporated  at  March' 31,  1970,  and 
the  results  of  its  operations  for  the  year  then  ended, 
in  conformity  with  generally  accepted  accounting 
principles  applied  on  a  basis  consistent  with  that  of 
the  preceding  year.

NOTES  TO  FINANCIAL  STATEMENTS 

1 .  Investments  are  carried  in  the  statement  of  net  assets  at  cost. 

Premium  on  bonds  is  being  amortized  from  date  of  purchase 
to  maturity  date. 

2.  The  Foundation  has  a  one-half  interest  in  the  residuary  estate 

of  John  Hudson  Chambers  represented  by  assets  held  in 
Canada.  The  assets  are  distributable  under  the  terms  of  the 
will  after  the  decease  of  certain  life  tenants.  Fixed  annui¬ 
ties  are  payable,  if  earned,  to  various  beneficiaries  during 
their  lifetime  from  the  income  of  the  major  portion  of  these 
assets,  any  excess  of  income  being  paid  to  the  residuary  lega¬ 
tees.  The  income  from  the  remainder  of  the  assets  is  shared 
by  other  life  tenants  (or  their  surviving  widows),  the  resid¬ 
uary  legatees  sharing  in  the  income  in  the  ratio  of  the  de¬ 
ceased  life  tenants. 

3.  The  Foundation  has  a  one-half  interest  in  the  residuary  estate 

of  John  O.  West.  This  estate  is  estimated  to  be  valued  at 
approximately  $120,000.  Under  the  terms  of  the  Will,  final 
distribution  is  to  be  made  twenty  years  from  the  date  of 
death  (1975).  At  present  the  Will  is  being  contested  by  other 
beneficiaries  and  a  former  wife  of  the  decedent  and  the 
amount  of  the  eventual  distribution  to  the  Foundation  by 
the  estate  appears  indeterminable. 

4.  The  Foundation  has  a  one-third  interest  in  the  estate  of  Olaf 

S.  Olsnas,  the  value  of  which  is  not  presently  determinable. 

5.  In  prior  years  the  Foundation  received  certain  gifts  and  be¬ 

quests  (in  addition  to  a  $40,000  general  bequest)  from  John 
Ellis  as  follows: 

(a)  Gifts  requiring  principal  and  income  to  be  used  for 

a  specific  purpose.  $10,000 

(b)  Bequest  to  supplement  above  amount,  if  additional 
amount  is  required,  otherwise  for  general  purposes. 

$20,000 

(c)  Bequest  with  prayer  to  use  for  specific  purposes 

$10,000 

$40,000 

The  Foundation  believes  that  no  part  of  the  $20,000  bequest 
(Item  b  above)  will  be  required  for  the  purpose  specified  in 
gift  and  has  classified  this  amount  as  general  funds. 
Although  it  is  the  intention  of  the  Foundation  to  carry  out 
the  purpose  set  forth  in  the  prayer  with  respect  to  the 
$10,000  bequest  (Item  c  above)  the  Board  of  Directors  voted 
to  treat  this  item  as  an  unrestricted  bequest. 

6.  The  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Foundation  adopted  (on  Oct¬ 

ober  21,  1968)  a  funded,  non-vested,  non-contributory  pen¬ 
sion  plan  for  regular  employees,  effective  for  the  year  ended 
March  31,  1968.  Accordingly,  since  funding  of  the  plan  has 
not  as  yet  taken  place  at  March  31,  1970.  the  estimated  cost 
($12,000)  based  on  a  retirement  age  of  65.  has  been  provided 
by  charges  to  income  of  $4,000  in  each  of  the  three  years 
ended  March  31,  1970.
